E ditor H erald:—Sheep husband­ 
ry, or wool growing, has been one of 
the most important branches of indus­ 
try in Southern California for many 
years past, and it is likely to be an 
important industry for years to come. 
Therefore, the question is an impor­ 
tant one: AVliat breeds of sheep are 
most profitable ? 
It seems to be generally admitted 
that the Merino sheep are superior to 
all others for wool, and for that reason 
most profitable to rear. 
But there are 
three varieties of Merino, the 


S P A N IS H , F R E N C H , AND S IL E S IA N . 
Each of these lias certain claims to 
excellence, but there is no agreement 
among sheep men, as to whicli is most 
profitable. 
If we examine the history of sheep, 
we shall find that all these varieties 
have sprung from the Merinos of 
Spain. 
The French Merinos were exported 
from Spain to France in 1786, but dur­ 
ing the long interval that has elapsed 
since that time, they have become so 
much changed that they now form a 
district variety, differing materially 
from (he original stock and showing 
the change which skillful breeders can 
effect in domestic animals. The result 
of the change lias been to render the 
French Merinos more valuable for 
mutton and less valuable for wool. 
Their weight has been greatly in 
creased, but the quality of the wool is 
much inferior to that of the Spanish 
Merino. 


T H E FR EN C H M ERIN O S 
Attracted much attention when first 
introduced into the United States in 
1848, but those who tried them were 
disappointed, It was found that they 
were hard to keep, and that they re­ 
quired one-fourth more feed than the 
O »-»*. »-» ? r.l .

S P A N IS H M ERINOS 
"Were imported into the United States 
by Mr. Jervis, more than sixty years 
ago; but it is a matter of regret that so 
fe w o f th e m h a v e h o p n p r e s e r v e d in a 
pure state. It was so common to cross 
them with other breeds that at one 
time the race of pure Merinos became 
almost extinct. Of late years inoro 
eare has been talo n of them, so that 
now it is not difficult to find large 
Hooks of pure Merinos. 


T H E S IL E SIA N M ERINO S 
Are less known to the public than 
the Spanish and French. They were 
flrst imported to this country iu 1851 
from Germany. They are of medium 
size, the ewes weighing from 80 to 100 
pounds, and the bucks from 100 to 150 
pounds. The wool is very fine and 
compact, and the weight of the lleece 
about the same as that of the Spanish 
Merino. The length of the staple is 
notquiteso long but more compact. 
Many regard the Silesian as supe­ 
rior to the other two varieties of 
Merinos for fine grade wool. Still, the 
most experienced wool growers are in­ 
clined to regard the pure Spanish Mer­ 
inos as unequaled in all respects. 
Next in value come the Silesian, and 
lastly the French Merinos.

Disgraceful Revelations. 


A curious statem ent reaches us from 
Washington to tlio effect that the 
President will refuse to sign the Civil 
Rights Rill, even should it pass the 
House, in order that he may gain pop­ 
ularity with the people of the South. 
I t is also asserted th at he courts the 
good will of the Southern people with 
a view of gaining the strength neces­ 
sary to secure his election for a third 
term. 
W e have all along been assur­ 
ed that G k a n t did not desire re-elec­ 
tion—that he regarded holding the 
third term an innovation on the cus­ 
tom established by his predecessors 
and woald not accept even should the 
office be tenJerod him. W e should not 
attach much importance to this report 
were it not supported by the state­ 
ment t h a t speaker P l a in has used 
his influence to defeat the passuge of 
the bill, in order to deprive the Presi­ 
dent of the popularity he would gain 
in the South by vetoing it. Assuming 
that the President does desire re-eh c- 
tion and adm itting that his opponents 
are using their influence to defeat this 
billf or the sole purpose of injuring his 
popularity, what a commentary we 
have on the integrity of the Chief E x ­ 
ecutive and the Congress of the Unit­ 
ed States. The principles involved in 
the Civil Rights bill are entirely lost 
sight of in the struggle for political 
power—In the wild effort to pull down 
and to climb up. 
It leaks out that 
the President will veto the bill, not 
because he believes It a measure cal­ 
culated to imjure the best interests of 
the country, but because he will gain 
popularity with a certain section of 
the nation. 
The President’s intention 
and object reaching the ears of Con­ 
gressmen they resolve to overturn his 
plans for manufacturing popularity 
by defeating the measure, not on its 
merits, but in order to defeat the Pres­ 
ident. Is the world to understand 
that this is the way and these are 
the motives that defeat our bills and 
enact our laws? 
Have 
principles 
been lost sight of; is all regard for 
right and justice to be thrown aside— 
in order that polieians may lift them ­ 
selves up and pull others down ? We 
care nothing about this Civil Rights 
bill. I t is no doubt best that it should 
die. But the revelations which its 
death have brought to the light are 
anything but creditable to the nation, 
and the reverse of complimentary to 
the leading characters in the farce. 


Various Rumors. 


Rumors are floating about to the 
effect that E l U o k d o , who recently 
attempted to murder the 
T u r n e r 
family near this city, and was after­ 
wards hanged by the citizens, con­ 
fessed to his captors that lie was one 
of the party who recently murdered a 
family near San Diego, and also that 
he had frequently accompanied V a s - 


q u e z 
on 
marauding 
expeditions. 
From one of the party who captured 


E l G o r d o , we learn that he made no 
such statement. The party questioned 
him closely on both of these points, 
and he positively denied all knowl­ 
edge of the San Diego murder, and as 
firmly asserted that he had never been 
with V a s q u e z . 
These asservations 
were made after receiving wounds 
from which he knew he must die in a 
short time. 
E l G o r d o ’s statements 
are sustained by the Mexicans living 
near the scene of his capture who say 
he has lived among them for the past 
twelve months. 
His assertion that lie 
had no confederates, that his object in 
attem pting to m urder Mr. T u r n e r 
was to obtain money, and that he shot 
Mrs. T u r n e r to prevent her shooting 
him, is no doubt the truth, or as near 
it as will ever be known. 
It is also 
rumored that the Mexicans living on 
the Pico Ranch, about fifty in num ­ 
ber, vow vengeance on the men who 
captured as well as those who hanged 
E l G o r d o . This is perhaps a vain 
and idle threat, but even if so is a 
foolish one. 
An attem pt at retalia­ 
tion on the part of E l G o r d o ’s friends 
will be the signal for more hanging. 
No honest man, Mexican or American, 
can sympathize with the would-be- 
murderer—he was a murderer; for the 
woman he shot lias since given birth 
to a dead child—and no honest m an 
regrets his fate. 
As for those of his 
kind—those who sympathize with 
him—they may avoid a similar end to 
that of their friend, by becoming good 
law-abiding citizens as soon as possi­ 
ble. 


G e n e r a l O r d e r number 45, Mili­ 
tary Division of the Pacific, appoint­ 
ing J a m e s G a m b l e Superintendent of 
the Arizona Military Telegraph, has 
been revoked. This is a sensible act; 
not th at G a m b l e would not make a 
good Superintendent, but because he 
is now Superintendent of the Pacific 
Division of the Western Union Tele­ 
graph Company’s lines. To make him 
Superintendent of the military line is 
simply to take it out of the hands of 
the Governm ent and place it under 
the control of the Western Union. Mr. 
G a m b l e now manages a division of a 
tremendous mouopoly, and it would 
not be justice to the people to strength­ 
en th at monopoly by surrendering to 
it the control of a Government line. 


T h e Chronicle’* oft repeated asser­ 
tion th a t it stands “ alone and unri­ 
valed” is not now true, if it ever was 
entitled to th at merit. 
The Sun is 
now the equal, if not the superior, of 
the Chronicle in its chief role of sensa­ 
tional slanderer. 


Hens and Their Value. 


The hen fever is interm ittant in 
character. It breaks out periodically 
and for a time rages fearfully. It con­ 
fines its ravages to no particular local­ 
ity but appears simultaneously upon 
the mountain "heights and ou the low­ 
est plains. I t has m any types, and a 
man is liable to be attacked by first 
one form and then another, until he 
has gone through all the various 
stages. Then, and not till then, like a 
well pitted small-pox patient, he may 
congratulate him self that in future the 
disease has no terrors for him. The 
hen fever generally appears in the 
shape of Light Brahmas. This may 
last a few weeks or a whole season. 
Much depends on the temperament of 
the patient, and the mild or malig­ 
nant form of the disease. Light Brah­ 
ma generally 
gives way to Dark 
Brahma, that to Buff Cochin, that to 
Gray Dorking, th at to*Houdan, that 
to Leghorn, th at to Black Spanish. 
The convalescent stage is generally 
marked by a mild attack of the com­ 
mon dunghill. 
Fancy hen raising, 
like amateur farming, is productive of 
a good deal of fuss and feathers, and 
little besides, but in order that those 
who are attacked with the fever may 
treat the case advisably we subjoin 
the following experiments and results 
make with ten six-year-old pullets: 
The Dark Brahm as ate 369 quarts of 
corn, oats and wheat screening, laid 
605 eggs, and weighed 70 pounds. The 
Buff Cochius ate 400 quarts, laid 591 
eggs, and weighed 73 pounds. The 
Gray Dorkings ate 399} quarts, laid 
524 eggs, and weighed 59} pounds. 
The Houdaus ate 214} quarts, laid 763 
eggs, and weighed 45$ pounds. The 
Leghorns ate 321 1-5 quarts, laid S07 
eggs, and weighed 36} pounds. 
If 
these eggs are worth 24 cents per doz­ 
en, the chickens worth 20 cents per 
pound, and the feed worth 50 cents per 
bushel, we have the following result:

Co-operative Labor. 


The farmers have shown their ca­ 
pacity for 
m anaging co - operative 
stores, banks, warehouses, steamboats 
and many other kinds of business, but 
they have not yet demonstrated w hat 
they can do In the way of co-operative 
manufacturing. 
In 
San Francisco 
mechanics of the various trades band 
together in the manufacture of their 
different articles, and make their co­ 
operative labor remunerative. 
The 
boot and shoe makers have been espe­ 
cially successful, notwithstanding the 
fact that they are compelled to com­ 
pete with the Coolie labor employed 
by the wholesale manufacturers. 
At 
Vallejo the men whose trade is build­ 
in g s h ip s lia v e fo rm e d a c o -o p e ra tiv e 
ship-building association, and so far 
the company has been very successful. 
Co-operative 
labor, when 
properly 
mauaged, cannot but be remunerative. 
Capital succeeds best by co-operation. 
Equally well conducted co-operative 
labor must yield alike satisfactory re­ 
sults. The farmers of this valley are 
combining their capital in a co-opera­ 
tive store. W h y not make a similar 
combination in a manufacturing es­ 
tablishment ? 
The farmers have it 
within their power to erect a co-opera­ 
tive beet sugar factory, and thus be­ 
come the pioneers in what will one 
day become a great business in this 
valley. 
Almost 
every stockholder 
would furnish a part of the material 
used iu the factory. The manufacture 
of beet sugar here—a sufficient quan­ 
tity to meet the dem and—will retain 
hundreds of thousands of dollars annu­ 
ally in the valley that now goes abroad 
never to return. 


What we are to Pay. 


If the indebtedness of a country is 
an evidence of its stability, the Gov­ 
ernment of the United States is as 
solid as the rock of ages.

THE MURDER. 
('•ro u er'a In q u est ou ihi* ltoilj ol M en­ 
tí lorox—T he Boren veil F am ily. 
Coroner Richardson summoned a 
jury Tuesday night to investigate the 
circumstances connected with the 
murder of Mendioroz, but owing to 
the confusion which prevailed and 
the utter inability of the murdered 
man’s family to furnish their testi­ 
mony which was most important, the 
inquest was postponteduntil lOo’clock 
yesterday morning. At the appointed 
time the Jury met at the house of Men­ 
dioroz where the body lay and pro­ 
ceeded to take all the testimony bear­ 
ing on the case which could be se­ 
cured. The facts elicited are substan­ 
tially as follows: 
TESTIMONY. 
Angela Mendioroz, sworn: The de­ 
ceased is my father; lie was killed by 
being shot by one Fernandez; Fernan­ 
dez lives here in the same house that 
we live in; he rents and lives in a 
room to himself, here; he had, on sev­ 
eral occasions, insulted my mother, 
sisters and myself; he used some 
rough talk to us yesterday, and my 
mother told iny father ^hout. it yester­ 
day, and in the evening m y father 
met Fernandez at the front door and 
talked to him about it; they were 
talking about it about ten minutes; 
my father did not appear to be mad, 
blit told him not to insult his family 
any more, but if lie had anything to 
say to come to him. After they had 
talked about ten minutes, Fernandez 
said to my father that lie could insult 
him and shoot him, too; and at the 
same time that he spoke those words 
he drew his pistol and fired, shooting 
my father. My father then drew his 
kiiife and tried to follow him, but 
could not; he only lived about five 
minutes after he was shot; my father 
had no weapon in his hand when he 
was shot, nor made any attempt to 
draw any weapon until after lie was 
shot, and Fernandez went down the 
steps and was going off. Tills all oc­ 
curred here at the house, on Olivera 
street, Los Angeles city, yesterday 
evening.

JUANA MENDIOHEZ, TIIE ELDER 
DAUGHTER, 
Gave testimony strongly corroborative 
of her sister’s. From tho evidence it 
appeared that Fernandez was of a 
morose, quarrelsome temperament, 
and on many previous occasions he 
had manifested his ill-will towards 
different individuals. 
An instance 
cited was that of a young man who 
lived in another 
part 
of tho 
house, and who was accustomed 
occasionally to furnish music for 
the edification of himself and his 
friends. This had so incensed Fer­ 
nandez. that he had made an attempt 
to tako the young man’s life some 
time previous to this occurrence. 
The evidenco was all given posi­ 
tively and fully, laying the full blame 
of tiie affair on the head of Fernandez, 
and the statements of the two young 
ladies corresponded in every particular. 
A verdict was rendered lo the effect 
that deceased came to his death by a 
pistol shot, fired from the hand of one 
Jaime Fernandez. 
THE BORROWING FAMILY.’ 
During the sitting of the Jury, the 
pitiful moans and cries of the bereaved 
wife could bedistiuctly heard through­ 
out the building. For twenty-six. 
years the two had been united, hardly 
being out of each other’s company a 
day during that long period. It was 
pitiful to hear the expressions of agon v 
from the heart-broken woman. Be­ 
sides his wife, Mendioroz leaves a son 
and two daughters, the eldest, Juana, 
a young lady of prepossessing appear­ 
ance, is about twenty years of age; 
Angela, aged fifteen, and Aureli, alail 
of fourteen years. To see the grief- 
stricken family, one cannot avoid 
wishing that tiie just retribution of 
Heaven may fall upon the wretch who 
has wantonly deprived them of the 
greatly loved husband and father. 
THE MURDERER 
Is a painter by trade, as stated, and of 
his evil disposition enough has been 
said, lie is a man probably fifty 
years of age, and a native of South 
Spain. W hy lie should have commit­ 
ted the bloody deed, which was seem­ 
ingly so unprovoked and unwarranted, 
is known only to the lurking demon 
that apparently lurks within him.

School Examfialions. 
THE RATI1 STREET SCHOOL 
Under the charge of Mr. Saxon, was 
yesterday morning the object of atteir- 
tion from Dr. Lucky, and the corps of 
visitors. Tiie examinations passed off 
very satisfactorily, doing credit to 
tho scholars and their teacher. About 
forty pupils were present, all of the 
Spanish race. In their instruction 
Mr. Saxon lias been obliged to encoun­ 
ter peculiar and most embarrasing 
difficulties, the principal of which was 
the lack of appreciation of school ad­ 
vantages by the class of people whose 
children lie had to deal with. The at. 
tendance was very irregular, and the 
interest in study on that account 
greatly wanting. Besides this there 
were the many troubles attending the 
teaching of a language whose idioms, 
words and pronunciation is entirely 
strange to most of the scholars. But, 
notwithstanding all these drawbacks, 
Mr. Saxon has labored assiduously 
with his school, and has accomplished 
results which are truly wonderful. 
There wore no exorcises from the 
scholars, asjin the other departments, 
that part of the programme rather be­ 
ing restrained for next Saturday eve­ 
ning. The school is ungraded, and 
the studies comprise everything in the 
schedule from primer to fourth reader. 
While the pupils evinced good progress 
in reading and spelling they were par­ 
ticularly forward in arithmetic, being 
somewhat in advance of the scholars 
of the same class in other sehools. 
Those who attained tho highest stand­ 
ing were: Juan Carabujnles, Christine 
Willhart, Augustine Olvera and Mar­ 
garita Willhart. 
MISS JEWETT’S CLASS, 
The fifth grade, occupies one of tho 
lower rooms of the High School build­ 
ing. The scholars evinced a compe­ 
tent knowledge of their studies, and 
showed that they were well disci­ 
plined.

Shooting Affray. 
Another affair of the kind now be­ 
coming so frequent, happened on the 
old Cahuenga road Tuesday, involving 
high words, angry demonstrations, 
and an unfortunate shot from a re­ 
volver. 
Constable Sam Bryant, 
riding his horse along tho road return­ 
ing to the city, when about four miles 
from town, was set upon and greatly 
annoyed by a vicious dog belonging to 
Frederick Schmidt who lives in that 
neighborhood, 
Becoming angry at 
the brute for his persistency in at­ 
tempting to bite tho horse, Mr. Bry­ 
ant drew his revolver anil shot the 
canine. 
This act seems to have 
aroused the ire of Schmidt, who, with 
a companion, was in sight at the time. 
After first setting his two or three re­ 
maining dogs upon Bryant, lie ac­ 
costed him, demanding an explana­ 
tion of his actions. One word led to 
another, until Schmidt became very 
abusive, as Mr. Bryant says, and made 
use of all available opprobious epi­ 
thets and angry threats. 
Bryant, 
however, still held the revolver in his 
hand with which lie had shot the dog, 
and by bringing it to the conspicuous 
notice of Schmidt, somewhat over­ 
awed him for the time. Still Schmidt 
was not satisfied, and after Bryant 
rodo oil'lie took his revolver, mounted 


liis horse, and pursued him. ‘Schmidt 
demanded from Bryant that lie should 
dismount, and that tho two, delivering 
their fire-arms to the third party, 
should have personal satisfaction on 
the spot. Tills Bryant refused to do. 
but gave the man his name, and told 
him that if he chose to accompany 
him to town they would have tiie mat­ 
ter settled, or that they could repair 
to a neighbor’s, to whom he was 
known, and there adjust the difficulty. 
Neither proposition was satisfactory, 
it seems, but Schmidt still followed 
llryant, and riding up to the officer’s 
left, with one hand on his revolver at­ 
tempted to grasp tiie rein of Bryant’s 
horse with the other. Upon this, 
Bryant turned and fired upon him, the 
ball taking effect in his right cheek 
and coming out of the neck just under 
the right ear. Bryant then came to 
t tie city, where he has remained ready 
lo answer any charge that might be 
brought against him. 
Schmidt also came to town and took 
up his quarters at the United States 
Hotel where lie received proper atten­ 
tion for his wound. We visited him 
yesterday to ascertain the character of 
liis injury and also to hear his version 
of the affair. The wound is a very 
slight one; tlie bull entered the cheek 
as stated, glanced on the jaw-bone 
and came out of the neck without do­ 
ing any injury more than inflicting a 
painful ilesli wound. Schmidt says 
that Bryant was the one who used 
bad language, and was the aggressive 
party in every instance; that he 
(Schmidt) was willing to come to town 
and have the matter settled, and was 
riding up by Bryant’s side with no 
other than that intention, when he 
received the shot. He denies attempt­ 
ing to catch tiie rein of Bryant’s horse, 
and alko disclaims having his hand on 
his revolver; says that it was a little 
tiling which would’nt shoot worth a 
cent, and besides it had slipped down 
into his boot where it was out of reach. 
He claims that his dogs were only 
puppies, and would’nt bite, and em­ 
phatically denies setting them upon 
Bryant. It is very evident that this 
question like all others, has two sides; 
and, who shall decide when doctors 
disagree?

Tho Mutual Aid Association. 


Prominent among tho enterprises 
that have been started in this city 
during the past year and have become 
a fixture of the country, is the South­ 
ern California Mutual Aid Associa­ 
tion. This Association was Incorpor­ 
ated last October, and has since been 
re-incorporated under the new law 
passed by the last Legislature. The 
object of the Association is to secure 
pecuniary benefits to the families of 
deceased members. This is done in a 
simple, cheap, and yet substantial 
manner, by the following process: 
Persons become members by paying 
annually from three to ten dollars, 
according to age, or by making a sin­ 
gle payment of l'rom ten to fifty dol­ 
lars. From the amounts thus accumu­ 
lated the running expenses of the As­ 
sociation are paid, while the balance 
is invested, the interest of which is 
placed to the credit of the members on 
the 1st of October of each year. W hen­ 
ever a member dies, an assessment is 
levied for the benefit of his family; if 
there are less than six hundred and 
sixty-seven members, the assessment 
amounts to three dollars per member; 
if there are more than that number of 
members, tho assessment is made suf­ 
ficiently large to aggregate two thou­ 
sand dollars. During the past six 
months tho membership has been 
worked up to nearly two hundred, 
making the’ benefit under the above 
plan about $500. As the membership 
is now rapidly on the increase, the 
Association will soon be able to pay 
the full two thousand dollar benefit 
whenever a member dies. As yet the 
Association has lost but one member, 
Mrs. Cower, who died near Los Nietos 
last February; her family promptly 
received the benefit due them,although 
at that time it was small. 
At a meeting of the Board of Direct­ 
ors, held yesterday at the Secretary’s 
ollice, Richard Melrose of Anaheim 
resigned liis position as a member of 
the Board, on account of his inability 
to attend its meetings, and Judgo 
TTios. H. Smith of thiscity was elected 
to fill the vacancy. The Board of Di­ 
rectors is composed of honest, faithful 
men, the names of whom are a suffi­ 
cient guaranty that the affairs of the 
association will he honestly conducted; 
and this feeling of confidence pervades 
this and every other community where 
the managers are known. 
The Mutual Aid, a neat four page 
paper is issued monthly by the Asso­ 
ciation, under the management of the 
Secretary, L. M. Holt, and is an able 
exponent of this system of co-opera­ 
tion. The ¡taper is now widely circu­ 
lated, is considered to a certain extent 
the mouth-pieee of the Grange move­ 
ment in this part of the State, and has 
a sufficient revenue to make it self- 
sustaining. 
Mr. Holt, the Secretary 
of the Association in Los Angeles, is 
well known as a man of sterling busi­ 
ness qualities and the strictest integ­ 
rity. Those who wish to assure them­ 
selves of the benefits of life insurance, 
cannot do better than to place their 
confidence and money in the Mutual 
Aid.
